large enough for a family and

goods — tents, 
household 
im plem ents, dogs, children and the 
rest. 
They are rowed by 
as many 
as 
half a score of oarswomen. and some­ 
tim es make a run of fifty English 
miles a day. 
They 
are generally 
steered by the fath er of th e family, 
while the other male m em bers follow 
in th eir kaiaks. 
In th eir women boats, says 
Dr. 
Nansen, th e G reenlanders 
used to 
move from one hunting ground to 
another all th ro u g h tho 
summer. 
For one or two m onths they always 
w ent far up the fiords in search 
of 
reindeer, and there they lived on the 
fat of tho land. 
In those days they often took long 
journeys up and down tho west coast, 
as they do to this day on the east 
c o ast These journeys are sometimes 
500 miles in length.

Superstitions of Modern Gamblers Which 
Prevailed in Ancient Days. 
If there is one active principle 
th a t enteis into gam bling it is super­ 
stition, and, according to the New 
York Herald, alm ost every man th a t 
hunts the elusive dollar over the 
desolate waste of green baize cloth 
or on the race track or in any of the 
other m ultitudinous ways or places 
th a t one may lay siege to alluring 
fortune there has a separate fancy. 
♦‘Jack 11 McDonaid, one of the best 
known bookmakers in America, be­ 
lieves th at he i9 most successful in 
those years which are indicated by 
odd numbers, and if you are doubtful 
of the tru th he will offer you figures 
to prove it. 
“Charley B.,” as Book­ 
m aker Woolf is best known, has a 
steadfast belief in “ 3,” and after he 
has selected a horse to bet upon he 
will place an extra heavy wager on 
him if he discovers th a t he is num ­ 
bered “ 311 on the program. 
Several 
superstitious betting men a t 
the 
M orris Park races a few years ago 
noticed the coincidence th a t th ir­ 
teenth day of the m eeting fell upon 
June 13 and they straightw ay sought 
out a horse numbered “ 13” on th e 
card. 
They found one and bet upon 
him, and, to make the coincidence 
more strange, he won.

belief in luck as applied to certain 
num bers is as old as our philosophy 
is shown by the fact th a t centuries 
before the C hristian era the Pytha­ 
goreans and IM atoll ists, who repre­ 
sented all movements and phenome­ 
na of nature by numbers, invented 
the science of arthnom ancy, consist­ 
ing of the use of magical squares and 
applying occult powers to numbers. 
On 
the combinations 
of 
certain 
clumbers depended systems of divin­ 
ation, and 
particular virtues were 
ascribed to numbers accordingly as 
they are odd or even. 
“There's luck in odd num bers,” is 
a saying th a t is old as the hills. 
As 
ancient a w riter as V irgil says th# 
gods them selves esteemed the num 
hers odd, for in the eighth epilogue 
lie wrote: 
Around his waxen image first I wind 
Three woolen fillets of three colors joined: 
Thrice round his thrice devoted h'-ad. 
Which round the sacred altar thrice It led. 
Unequal numbers please the cods. 
The Chinese have sim ilar ideas. 
W ith them heaven is odd and the 
earth even, and the num bers I, 3. 5, 
7, 9. belong to heaven, 
while the 
digits are of the earth earthy. 


A Singular Storjr. 
In a public address delivered in 
Pittsburg a few days ago, Rev. Dr. 
Sheldrake, 
of 
Kentucky, 
related 
these singular stories: 
“ There was 
a member ot the Kentucky presby­ 
tery, whom I knew very well, who 
frequently went into a sort of w alk­ 
ing sleep. 
W hile in tfyis condition 
he would preach most eloquent ser­ 
mons, but when he came out he 
could not rememlwr a word th at ho 
had said. 
On one occasion a copy of 
the French testam ent was handed to 


mm co contract lam uy worsnip a t 
the house of a well-known citizen of 
Frankfort. Although utterly ignorant 
of the French language, he read a 
chapter and then commented th ere­ 
on a t length in English. On another 
occasion, while in this condition, ho 
rem arked to his friends th a t a cer­ 
tain m inister in N ebraska was in 
trouble, and th at he had just w ritten 
a letter to Kentucky detailing the 
circumstances. 
He then proceeded 
to give the contents of the letter, 
and his words were taken down by 
some one present. 
Two days later 
the letter arrived from Nebraska, 
and it was identical, word for word, 
w ith the one the m inister had dic­ 
tated while in tho walking sleep.” 
The speaker cited these instances to 
show the life of the soul independent 
of the body, and argued therefrom 
the im m ortality of the former.
